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DETAILED ACTION 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

1 . The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

2. Claims 17-18, and 20-25 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Hopponen (US6437291) in view of Christopher (US6037571). 

Hopponen discloses a cooking assembly comprising a main body (39) including a base 
member (15) and a first hood member (17), a reflector (column 5, lines 18-22), an adjustable 
second hood member (16) with first and second portions, a top portion, and an adjustable flap 
(Figures 3 and 5), a grill cooking surface (20), a searing plate cooking surface (25), an electric 
heating element (67), and a temperature probe (100). Hopponen does not disclose a stand 
member to support the housing at an elevated position and with a refrigerated enclosure. 
Christopher discloses a stand (16) member to support the housing at an elevated position and 
capable of holding a refrigerator. It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at 
the time the invention was made to have the stand of Christopher in the cooking assembly of 
Hopponen because a stand member allows the cooking assembly to be accessed more easily and 
a refrigerator provides convenience while cooking (i.e. don't have to run in house to get a cold 
drink or food items that are refrigerated prior to cooking. 
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Response to Arguments 

3. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1-25 have been considered but are moot in 
view of the new ground(s) of rejection. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 1, and 3-16 are allowed. 

5. Claim 19 is objected to as being dependent upon a.rejected base claim, but would be 
allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim and 
any intervening claims.
